the Allies “to beat the enemy as 
soon as possible.” 

Advocated “a world council of 
great atates"” to keep up enough 
arms to preserve peace after the 
war, and “a world assembly of 
all the powers.” 

No Bargain With Enemies. 
Asserting that the Atlantic 

Charter in no way bound the 
Allies about the future of Ger- 
many, Churchill told Commons that 
it “has no qualities of a bargain 
or contract with our enemies.” 

He said the Charter “remains 
the guiding sign post, expressing 
a vast body of opinion among all 
powers now fighting against tyr- 
anny” and declared that the prin- 
ciple of unconditional surrender 
will be adhered to as far as Nazi 
Germany and Japan are con- 
cerned, 

“There is no question of Ger- 
many enjoying any guarantee that 
she will not undergo territorial 
changes if it would seem that the 
making of such changes render 
more secure the peace of Europe,” 
he said, 


Red Offer to Romania. 

He suggested, however, that all 
Axis satellite powers might per- 
haps escape with lighter sentences 
and disclosed specifically that Rus- 
sia had offered Romania peace 
terms which he described as “re- 
markably generous” in many re- 
spects. The Soviet terms, he said, 
“made no suggestions of altering 
the standards of society in that 
country.” Similarly, he said the 
Soviet had been “very patient” 
with Finland. 

Churchill asserted the Allies “in- 
tend to set up a world order 
equipped with everything neces- 
sary to prevent the repetition of 
the horrible destruction of this 
and the last war.” 

He declared this world order 
would be “equipped with all neces- 
sary attributes of power in order 
to prevent the breaking out of 
wars or the long planning of them 
by restless and ambitious nations.” 

For Use of Force. 


He said plainly this world order 
must be backed by force. 

“There must be a world council, 
comprising the great states which 
emerge from this war, who would 
have to keep in being minimum 
standards of armaments to pre- 
serve the peace and the world as- 
sembly of all the powers, The lat- 


formidable forces we are facing 
have .been reduced to complete 
submission, 

"The future toward which we 
are marching across bloody fielda 
and frightful manifestations of 
destruction, must be based upon 
broad and simple virtues and upon 
the nobility of mankind. It must 
be based upon the rules of law 
which uphold the principles of jus- 
tice and fair play, which protect 
the weak against the strong, if 
the weak have justice on their 
side.” 

He said the world structure 
would “embody a great part of 
what was gained to the world by 
the structure and formation of the 
League of Nations, but we must 
arm our world organization and 
make sure it has overwhelming 
military power.” 

“I hope and pray that this may 
be established and that we may be 
led to exert ourselves to secure 
these permanent’ glories and 
achievements which alone can 
make amends to mankind for all 
the heroism and sacrifice which 
is their glory,” he said. 

“Firmly Knit Array.” 

Churchill brought to Parliament 
& report on the recently concluded 
talks of the Premiers in London— 
a conference at which, he said, 
they arrived “at the core of an 
agreement which will enable the 
British Empire and . Common- 
wealth to meet in discussion with 
other great powers in the world 
in a firmly knit array.” 

Turning to the battleground of 
the Mediterranean, he asserted 
the “fate of Italy is indeed terri- 
ble” and said he found it difficult 
“to nourish animosity against the 
Italian people.” 

As he referred to war-wrought 
destruction—destruction which he 
said could not be imagined or 
forecast—Churchill promised that 
“we shall do our utmost to make 
the ordeal as short and as little 
destructive as possible.” 


Praises Government, 


Churchill had praise for the new 
Italian Government, saying it is 
“facing its responsibilities man- 
fully, doing all in its power to aid 
the Allies in their advance.” 

He said thaat when Germany is 
driven out and tranquillity is re- 
stored “it is for the Italians to de- 
cide whatever form of democratic 
government they desire.” 

As Commons cheered, he said 
he emphasized the word “democra- 
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cy because we could not allow any 
form of Fascism to be set up in 
any country with which we had 
been at war.” 


Relations With Spain, 


He reviewed the long negotia- 
| tions with Spain and told of diffi- 
culties since the departure of Sir 
Samuel Hoare from Madrid four 
years ago, when “it seemed cer- 
tain that Spain would join Ger- 
many following Italy’s example.” 

He revealed that the Germans 
at that time “suggested triumphal

The voluntary hospital can not 
serve its social purpose by remain- 
ing solely an institution for care 
of the acutely ill, but must become 
a resource for meeting the total 
needs of the community, G. Myron 
Gwinner, assistant director of the 
Social Planning Council of St. 
Louis, told delegates to the Cath- 
olic Hospital Association confer- 
bee today at Kiel Auditorium, 


“The voluntary hospital is be- 
coming more and more a commun- 
ity agency and must take its place 
in community-wide planning,” he 
declared. ' 

One of the most important prob- 
lems now facing communities is 
the care of the chronically ill, es- 
‘pecially the aged, and the basic 
question is whether such patients 
should be cared for in Government 
maintained institutions or volun- 
tary hospitals, Gwinner said. An) 
answer to the question must be

Navigation and Flood Control 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

If mutual interests make mutual 
friends, the flood control and irrigation 
people should love one another, Naviga- 
tion interests keep shouting that irriga- 
tion interests are fighting flood control 
and that flood control must fight irriga- 
tion; that irrigation interests are trying 
the grab act against flood control. This 
is only propaganda dished out by the 
navigation interests to start a fight be- 
‘tween the irrigation and flood control 

ople. 

Who did the grabbing here? The navi- 
gation interests picked the Pick plan 
by separating the nine-foot channel 
project and putting it through Congress 
alone. Standing alone as it now stands, 
it means more and better floods for the 
lower Missouri River and is also against 
irrigation. Under the nine-foot channel 
bill, the lower Missouri River can be 
narrowed down to 300 feet. If that is 
done, every hard thundershower will 
flood the river. 

Flood control and irrigation aid each 
other. The dry states people want to 
keep their water and the flood control 
people certainly want them to keep it, 
and not send it down the river to flood 
our lands, 

Irrigation, flood control, levees, soil 
erosion, reforestation, contour farming, 
and farm ponds all work together for 
the benefit of all. It takes all to com- 
plete the whole. The only fly in the 
ointment is navigation. The more navi- 
gation projects we have, the less irri- 
gation and flood control is possible, 
There is where the fight lies. 

Yet untold millions of the taxpayers’ 
money have been and still are being spent 
to get navigation on the Missouri River. 
About all the increase in navigation we 
have is the rescue boats in time of 
floods. Where are our representatives 
we sent to Congress to represent us? 
With an election in the near future, it 
is an opportune time to be alert on this 
matter. 

Flood control and irrigation should 
be the primary objects of the river de- 
velopment, with such other benefits as 
do not unduly interfere therewith, We 
needed flood control badly before the 
nine-foot channel bill was passed, but 
now it is absolutely necessary if the 
farmers on the most fertile farms in 
the State survive. Homes, farms, food 
for war, even lives, mean nothing if 
they get in the path of the navigation 
interests. Flood control must be had 
now.

The Great Surplus 


Creation of an advisory board, in legislation 
pending in Congress, would carry the Surplus 
Property Administration to a fairly well ad- 
vanced stage in the setting up of machinery for 
the most gigantic selling job any nation has 
ever attempted, but not as much can be said for 
the setting up of policies. 

When and how is the extent of surplus in every 
one of the great number of items to be de- 
termined? Is the small manufacturer to have a 
chance at the enormous plants and the enormous 
amounts of equipment the Government has on 
hand? Is the small retailer to be allowed to com- 
pete on equal terms with big business for con- 
sumer goods? Will sales be by bid or by fixed 
price? Will the Government explore every 
method of making continuing use of its war 
factories—by lease and by Federal operation as 
well as by sale? 

These and other major policy determinations 
are even more important than matters of ma- 
chinery, So much, at least, we learned from 
the unbusiness-like way in which we disposed of 
the surplug left from the First World War. Then, 
there was only too muche machinery for doing 
the job. Failures occurred, to an overwhelm- 
ing extent, on points of policy. The Government 
never made up its mind what was to be done, 
or when or how it wag to be done. 

Surplus stocks in 1918 amounted to six billion 
dollars. Because of our vague and vacillating 
national policy concerning them, they were 
handled with tremendous waste and delay. Yet 
they represented 22 per cent of the whole cost 
of the war to our nation. 

The surplus that will be left from this im- 
measurably greater war has been estimated at 
amounts varying from 25 to 150 billions. It will 
be so big as to give the Government an alterna- 
tive of accomplishing almost the impossible or of 
making a mess of things for which we shall con- 
tinue to pay for many years to come, 

Some of the surplus will be useless for peace- 
time purposes. A great deal of it will be not 
only useful but direly needed, in our country 
and in many other countries. Upon our manner 
of putting it to use will depend, in large measure, 
the health or illness of our productive economy 
in the years after the war—the ability of in- 
dustry to produce and find markets and earn 
profits and, above all, to employ people.* 

The Government will have airplanes and Army 
trucks and jeeps to put to peacetime uses, alum- 
inum and rubber and steel manufacturing plants, 
merchant evessels, shoes, clothing, blankets, cots, 
food and virtually every other thing required 
either for peace or war. 

Shall we muddle through again as we did after 
1918? The costs of muddle-headedness a quarter- 
century ago were heavy. 

We sold $750,000,000 worth of armaments to 
the French Government for $400,000,000, and, 
unpaid for, it rusted and was ruined on the 
fields of Northern France, Fifty-two thousand 
bales of cotton rotted for a year in the rain and 
sun at Nitro, W. Va. ‘Eleven thousand Army 
cars, some of them never uncrated, were exposed 
for a year at Baltimore. 

Two years after the war wag over, the Army 
still had 3,000,000 wool coats, 2,000,000 leather 
jerkins, 6,000,000 flannel shirts, 1,000,000 woolen 
trousers. Six years after the armistice, $100,- 
000,000 of surplus was still unsold and unused, 

These failures were largely failures of policy. 
The automobiles abandoned to the elements were 
left to ruin because—according to the only ex- 
planation ever given—someone in control was 
ordered by someone else not to sell them. 

The lesson of the First World War surplus is 
clear: We must have surplus-disposal policies; 
They must be clearly defined. They must be 
conceived and executed with courage. They must 
be brought into existence, and into action, now. 
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Regrets About Willkie? 


Those cocksure master politicians, the Repub- 
lican leaders of Missouri, were elated when Wen- 
dell Willkie withdrew as a candidate for the 
presidential nomination, following his rebuff in 
Wisconsin. No doubt the party wheel-horses all 
the way from the sidewalks of St. Louis to the 
banks of the Ozark creeks proudly acclaimed a 
personal victory. Hadn’t they joined in the cam- 
paign to discredit their 1940 standard-bearer? 

But something has come to pass in Missouri, 
Where optimism once overflowed the G. O. P, 
cups, doubt hag crept in, Could it be possible that 
Gov. Tom Dewey lacks the fire and color to 
swing Missouri into the Republican column this 
year? Would Mr. Willkie have been a stronger 
candidate, assuming the President carries the 
Democratic banner for the fourth time? 

An empty feeling of uncertainty has come over 
some of the Republican leaders, it is reported by 
the Post-Dispatch’s State political correspondent. 
It is suggested that some of the organization 
professionals who some months ago were so bold- 
ly badgering Mr. Willkie with trick questions 
now have occasion to doubt the shrewdness of 
the leadership they so eagerly followed. 

Of course, no professional “regular” Republican 
of the Missouri type ever would consider re- 
tracing his steps back to Willkie, back to the 
man who held the third-term candidate's plural- 
ity in Missouri to only 87,467 in 1940. But an 
odd feeling of having missed the boat persists. 
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A Victory Over Censorship 

“An objective of paramount importance” has 
indeed been achieved with release of the Asso- 
ciated Press interview with Marshal Tito, and 
the Mediterranean censor’s accompanying ex- 
planation of why he had suppressed the dispatch 
for three weeks. Kent Cooper, executive direc- 
tor of the AP, is justified in using the quoted 
words to describe the development. 

The censor possesses arbitrary power and is 
responsible only to his military superiors. If 
he reverses a decision, it is a sign that protests 
have become overpoweringly strong. When he 
goes on to issue an elaborate explanation, it in- 
dicates that the censor is trying to justify his 
course before the world. The reasons he cites 
for holding up the interview are at variance 
with previous explanations, but the important 
fact is a reiteration of the pledge that there 
will be no political censorship. 

This is most welcome, Can the world now 
expect a relaxing of the harsh restrictions that 
have been in effect elsewhere? The restrictions 


? 
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that smother political news about Palestine, 
about Greek resistance movements, about Syria, 
about Egypt? And much still remains to be told 
about Yugoslavia. 

There can be no objection to censorship of 
military data that may aid the enemy, but the 
throttling of political news is most disturbing. 
While relaxing of the pressure, as in Australia 
and in the Tito episode, is good news, more re- 
strictions still remain to be removed. 
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Senator Norris on the River Plan 


From his long career in public life, former Sen- 
ator George W. Norris of Nebraska has learnefi 
much about river valley problems in the United 
States. He did as much as any one man, except 
perhaps President Roosevelt, toward establish- 
ment of the Tennessee Valley Authority, and as 
long as he was in the Senate, he was the constant 
legislative champion of the TVA experiment. 

Because of Senator Norris’ unusual opportunity 
to study the problem of river control and devel- 
opmént, and because throughout the period of 
his public career he has been a resident of the 
Missouri River drainage area, his views on the 
valley's problem are of more than ordinary 
weight. When Senator Norris says, as he did 
in commenting on the Post-Dispatch’s editorial 
discussion of the problem, that a single agency is 
needed to develop the Missour! River according 
to a unified plan, he speaks with authority. 

Only the Federal Government, Senator Norris 
has pointed out, can carry out the big job of 
co-ordinating the use and control of the waters 
of a great river system traversing parts of 10 
states. The states cannot do it, nor can it be 
done successfully if approached from the stand- 
point of any single use of the water. Mr. Norris 
knows that to be successful, the river plan must 
take proper account of flood control, navigation, 
power generation and irrigation, The TVA has 
demonstrated how the first three of these items 
can be correlated; the fourth, the Senator thinks, 
can be fitted in, to the nation’s gain, 

It is good to see a senior statesman of the 
standing of Senator Norris giving his indorse- 
ment to working out one big plan for one big 
river. 
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War Workers Deserve Vacations 


WPB Chairman Nelson takes a wise and far- 
sighted view in urging this summer, as he did 
last, that war workers get a vacation instead of 
extra pay in lieu of a rest. 

Much more than in normal times, workers need 
vacations now, to refresh their spirits and to 
bring them back to their accustomed jobs with 
reinvigoration of will and ability to work well. 

Much more than in normal times, also, there 
is a disposition on the part of many well-meaning 
but short-sighted individuals to regard a vacation 
as a luxury, 

Mr. Nelson is absolutely right. «Vacations of 
the right sort, not involving too much travel, but 
giving tired workers a change of scene and a 
needed rest, are very much in order. They will 
help to win the war. 
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A Call. for Blood Donors 


On the war front: Blood plasma in treatment 
of battle casualties is “an absolute necessity,” an 
Army doctor tells a New York Times corres- 
pondent. “If the people of the United States but 
half realized the reliance placed upon it, there 
would be no question of an adequate supply 
when Allied troops start the invasion of Europe. 
- » « We know that we are going to have to use 
a lot of plasma—so much that the question now 
is the matter of supply, which only the people 
at home can answer.” 

And on the home front: The St. Louis Red 
Cross Blood Donor Center announces that col- 
lection of blood for plasma has fallen off in the 
last two weeks. The absolute minimum here is 
3150 pints a week, says Frank M. Mayfield, 
chairman of the service; last week, 2836 pints 
were collected, and 2880 the week before. “Sud- 
den change of weather was given as the principal 
reason for the rapid drop.”

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Justice for an Inventor 

Andrew F. Howe, St. Louis inventor, will not 
be required after all to pay out as Federal in- 
come tax some 80 per cent of the $1,164,201 he 
received last month in settlement of his claim 
against the Commonwealth-General Steel Cast- 
ings Corporation, after 14% years of litigation. 

It had been reported at first that this amount, 
the total remaining after payment of around 
$800,000 to his attorneys, would be considered 
1944 income for tax purposes. Federal officials 
construe the award as based on the value of Mr. 
Howe’s inventions as of 1910-11, before enact- 
ment of the income tax, so no levy is in order. 

This is a reasonable interpretation, and avoids 
what would have been a plain injustice to a 
man who had to wait years for his compensa- 
tion, who fought for it through the courts and 
at last accepted a reduced figure for a service 
that had brought large profits to his employer. 
It is to be hoped that a precedent has been set 
in this case that will insure fairness for other 
persons who receive lump-sum payments for long- 
term compensation,

There is beginning to be plenty of that 
in the coming campaign. Rabid isolation- 
ists, who now call themselves “national- 
ists,” are accepting Gov. Dewey, who has 
practically adopted the Hull-Roosevelt 
ideas on international co-operation. And 
some Southern Democrats are exhibiting 
signs of being as strongly against Roose- 
velt as they were against Al Smith. 


Yet anti-Roosevelt Democrats apparently 
are just as ready to go along with the 
President, if he is the candidate. 


Is ‘there any other choice for either the 
isolationists or the anti-Roosevelt people? 
There’s no_ third-party movement. on, 
sprouting from either the G. O. P. or the 
Democratic party, Nor is there much like- 
lihood of an important one developing. 


The nominating conventions are just a 
few weeks off. The general assumption in 
the G, O, P. is that Mr. Dewey will be nom- 
inated as the Republican candidate. He 
certainly seems to have the commanding 
jJead in pledged delegates. Yet Mr. Dewey 
has not said that he is a candidate, 


In the Democratic party, it appears 
unanimous among major leaders that Mr. 
Roosevelt should be the candidate again, 
and also that he will be. They treat the 
fourth-term issue as a matter of minor im- 
portance, 


Mr. Hannegan Speaks Out 


Mr. Hannegan, chairman of the Demo- 
cratic National Committee, flatly declared 
the other night that the President will run. 
Coming from Mr. Hannegan, that should 
be official. But it isn’t, apparently, for Mr. 
Hannegan emphasized that he had not dis- 
cussed this with the President, 


Could anything in politics be stranger 
than that? Mr. Roosevelt is titular head of 
his party, and Mr. Hannegan is chairman, 
yet they haven't talked about the No, 1 
question. 


Meantime, for all the supposed opposition 
to Mr. Roosevelt from conservative Demo- 
crats, poll-tax Democrats and Democrats

If the campaign, after the conventions 
do the nominating, follows the pattern of 
pre-convention maneuverings, we'll prob- 
ably see some strange politics then, too, 


One phase to watch will be how Gov. 
Dewey, if he is “drafted,” handles the as- 
sorted isolationists and others who don't 
agree with his views but are doomed to 
support him as the only tool by which they 
may pry the President out of the White 
House. 


Gov. Dewey faces a test of his leadership 
ability there; certainly as to his powers of 
resistance to temptations of opportunism. 


Gov. Dewey also will face the problem of 
how to conduct a vigorous campaign 
against the President—assuming they are 
the candidates—and yet avoid the error 
that Senator Truman of Missouri force- 
fully discussed recently, The error would 
be to cause the people to believe that the 
Republicans are determined to make po- 
litical capital out of the war, to put party 
success ahead of national safety. 


Dewey Not an Isolationist 


Senator Truman asserts that Republicans 
are already committing this error. He said: 
“Whatever the intentions of Republican 
Party leaders may be toward the early de- 
feat of our enemies, the character of their 
public utterances subordinates victory in 
war to the hope of victory at the polls.” 


He was referring, of course, to efforts to 
embitter the public against war measures, 
such as rationing. u 


Gov. Dewey has not shown any tendency 
in this direction, As a matter of fact, he 
has been almost as much of a “Me, too,” 
as Mr, Willkie was in 1940. But some of his 
followers may give his campaign a black 
eye with the citizenry that wants politics 
separated from activities that hamper the 
war effort.

A Texas Tribute to Missouri 


From the Dallas (Tez.) Morning News, 


After seeing their 70-year-old ‘State Con- 
stitution become increasingly moth-eaten 
and threadbare, the people of Missouri are 
evolving a new one. This {s proving a dif- 
ficult task, since Missouri is’ anything but 
a unified state. 


A border commonwealth situated at the 
merging of North and South, East and 
West, it has tended to see-saw between Re- 
publicans and Democrats, and has been the 
scene of many struggles between urban 
and rural factions. 

Its early settlers were a mixture of 
Southern planters, Tennessee and Ken- 
tucky mountaineers, Northern farmers and 
German and Irish immigrants. St. Louis 
is a manufacturing city with its face 
turned east, while Kansas City focuses its 


interest on the grain and livestock of the 
West. These conditions make it all the more 
creditable that Missouri has shown enough 
political initiative to hold a Constitutional 
Convention and try to formulate a stream- 
lined charter that will give her a simplified 
government. 

Texas, with a much-patched and anti- 
quated Constitution that dates from the 
Same era as Missouri’s old one, could profit 
from the example that State is showing 
while Texas lags in the rear.

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Hazlitt, Fighter for Liberty, 
Is Subject of Excellent Book 


“Born Under Saturn,’ by Catherine Macdouald Mae- 
lean. (Macmillan Co., New York.) 


In burlesque mood, Charles Lamb wrote 
that Willliam Hazlitt had a “gloomy and 
close aspect, as born under Saturn.” Only 
the concluding phrase gives title to Miss 
Maclean's biography of Hazlitt. Moreover, 
she concludes that he “lived poignantly,” 
not “either happily or unhappily.” The 
components of the biography are Hazlitt's 
intellectual and emotional struggle, and his 
life struggle in the service of liberty. 

Kentish-born, of a dissenting clergyman 
father, Hazlitt spent part of his childhood 
in America, part in Shropshire. He attend- 
ed the Unitarian College of Hackney, but 
decided against entering the ministry. His 
impulses found expression painfully diffi- 
cult. For a time he was passionately occu- 
pied with painting. But his essential genius 
waited till that impulse was spent.

He became a reporter, a critic of drama, 
literature, art, an essayist and a militant 
political and social critic. When most of 
those who had shared the bright hopes of 
the French Revolution shifted ground, 
Hazlitt’s principles and his reason made 
him a lonely fighter, often reviled and 
much reviled. Napoleon was his hero, and 
to Hazlitt his downfall spelled evil days 
for European liberty. Hazlitt’s last work 
was a biography of Napoleon, 

His personal and emotional life was not 
a thing apart from his writing. He left no 
autobiography, but many passages that are 
autobiographical. Oftenest the latter are 
universal in interest and charming; some- 
times they are painful and better veiled in 
silence, 

Without attaching blame, one feels that 
he rarely, if ever, intensely desired or 
worked for the happiness of anyone he 
loved—except mankind at large,

Outward event and inward event the 
author has blended with unusual effective- 
ness, It is not easy to turn this trick, the 
union of incident and psychology. Some 
times, we may feel there is an overbalance 
of citation and analysis, as if the lady 
“doth protest too much.” Indeed, we may 
have to remind ourselves occasionally not 
to be unjust to Hazlitt because the biogra- 
pher’s sympathy seems a shade excessive. 
So generally fine a presentation could also 
do without slightly mannered bits of Cam 
lylese writing. 

But this is a book excellent in the deriva- 
tive sense of the word, It will send us back 
to the pages of Hazlitt. It expounds and 
illuminates Hazlitt, his environment, his 
achievements, his passionate devotion to 
great ends, It has also something impor- 
tant to say at the moment. 

The struggle toward liberty, In any one 
historical period, must be voiced by the 
period itself. But we may also be enlight- 
ened or encouraged by the voice of the 
past crying in its own wilderness.

We all have rejoiced at the’ 
skillful, brilliant fighting of the 
French Moroccan and Algerian di- 
visions, brilliantly led as they have | 
been by their officers, in the.

The French Committee of Na-| 
tional Liberation in Algiers has 
the credit of having prepared 
these troops, which were armed 
and equipped by the United States. 
under President Roosevelt’s per- 
sonal decision. The French com- 
mittee also has placed at the full 
service of the Allies a powerful 
navy, including the Richelieu, one | 
of the finest battleships in the 
world. 


They guide and govern a vast! 
empire, all strategic points of 
which are freely placed at the dis- | 
posal of the United Nations. They 
have a powerful underground 
army in France, sometimes called 
the Marquis, sometimes the under- 
ground army of the interior, which 
may be called upon to play an im- 
portant part before the end of the 
war. 

There is no doubt that this 
political entity, the French Com- 
mittee of National Liberation, 
provides and directs forces at 
the pres¢nt time which in the 
struggle against Hitler give it 
fourth place in the _ grand 
alliance. 


The reason why the United 
States and Great Britain have 
not been able to recognize it as 
the Government of France or 
even as the provisional govern- 
ment of France is because we 
are not sure it represents the 
French nation in the same way 
as the governments of Britain, 
the United States and Soviet 
Russia represent the whole body 
of their people. 

The committee will, of course 
exercise leadership in the matter 
of law and order in the liberated 
area of France, under the super- 
vision, while military exigencies 
last, of the supreme Allied com- 
mander in chief.

My Day -O- 


By Eleanor Roosevelt © 


WASHINGTON, Tuesday, 
HAD no intention in my col- 
umn published on Monday the 
22nd, of stating that men were 

suddenly giving up their vote this 
year, but in some way the word 
“many” was left out of the copy. 
What I meant to say, of course, 
was that “many men” this year, 
because of war conditions, are not 
going to be able to vote. This in- 
cludes men whose work has taken 
them to new places and who can- 
not qualify for either absentee 
ballots in the old place of resi- 
dence or under the rules in their 
new place of residence. Secondly, 
many men at the front, for one 
reason or another, will not be able 
to comply with State regulations 
and get their ballots in on time, 

I traveed to Baltimore, Md., 
and back to New York on Sunday 
because long ago I made an en- 
gagement to speak at a meeting 
of the National Association for 
the Advancement of Colored Peo- 
ple, when I thought I would be 
in Washington and could just stop 
over on my way to New York 
City. Spending so many hours on 
trains gives me a chance to do a 
considerable amgunt of reading. 
If you want to spend an amusing 
half hour, I suggest you read a lit- 
tle book called: “While Father Is 
Away.” The child is a very real 
child and will give you many 
smiles, even if a tear may be 
rather close at hand now and 
then. 

On Monday in New York City, I 
went to the lunch for the Amer- 


ican Women’s Voluntary Services, 
at which they launched their na- 
tionwide campaign for clothes ¢on- 
servation.

One cup all-purpose flour, one 
and one-hc-lf teaspoons baking 
powder, one and one-half tea- 
spoons alt, one-fourth pound 
spinach, picked over and cleaned; 
one-half head lettuce, two sprigs 
parsley, one small onion, two 
eggs, one No, 2 tin mixed vege- 
tables, drained (reserve liquid), 
shortening for frying. 


Sift flour, measure ané& resift 
twice with baking powder and 
salt. Put spinach, lettuce, parsley 
and onion through a food grinder. 
(Place a pan under the grinder to 
catch the juices.) Add the juices 
to the ground vegetables with the 
remaining ingredients. Mix thor- 
oughly. Using a one-fourtg cup 
measure, drop on a medium hot 
greased griddle and cook slowly, 
turning once until done (four to 
five minutes on each side). Serve 
with creamed shrimp or creamed 
chipped beef or ham, using the 
mixed vegetable liquid with milk 
for the white sauce.

But for the 
most part he just waited, or 
strolled in a circle, 

His promenade is almost ended 
now. It was four years ago next 
month that France fell. Petain, 
who had not believed that French- 
men could win at Verdun in the 
first World War and who ac- 
cepted defeat from the moment 
he took over the fight in this 
war, cannot fail to know that a 
far greater struggle is now en- 
veloping France. The little men 
of France — the workers, the 
tradesmen, the peasants—in whom 
his monarchist mind could never 
put any faith are about to reclaim

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Raiders Cross the Chindwin River 


Half-Mile-Wide Stream First Critical Lap in Wingate's Advance on Japs 


By Charles J. Rolo 


This Is Instaliment Four From the 
Book, “Wingate’s Raiders.” 


HE crossi of the deep, half- 

mile-wide Chindwin was the 

first critical lap in the ad- 
vance. The east bank of the river 
was usually heavily patrolled. If 
the Japs got wind of the Chindits’ 
approach they could oppose the 
crossing in force and checkmate 
the whole expedition. Three days 
before the main body left Imphal, 
Wingate had dispatched an ad- 
vance party under Lt. Col. Wheel- 
er, com=-anding officer of the Bur- 
ma Rifles, .o reconnoiter the cross- 
ing and establish a bridgehead on 
the east bank. Wheeler was a reg- 
ular Army officer in his late for- 
ties. He had seen years of service 
in Burma and spoke the — 
like a native. His home was in 
the hill country of the Shan 
States. Stoutish but durable as a 
tank, he had an even disposition 
that nothing could ruffle, and re- 
mained calm and collected in the 
tighest corner. The men-—British, 
Indian and Burmese—loved and 
respected him. 

With Wheeler was Flight Lt. 
(now Squadron Leader) Robert 
Thompson, who was responsible 
for the advance party’s communi- 
cation ‘with the R. A. F. At 27 
Thompson had already covered a 
good deal of ground in the Far 
East. After leaving Cambridge 
he had entered the British Colo- 
nial Service, and had been sta- 
tioned at Ipoh in Malaya and in 
the Portuguese port of Macao in 
China. He spoke Chinese and Ma- 
lay fluently and had picked up @ 
smattering of several native dia- 
lects. In 1939 he was called to 
Singapore to take up his reserve 
commission in the R. A. F., and 
was in Hong Kong.on special as- 
signment when it was stormed by 
the Japanese. He escaped capture, 
crept through the Japanese lines 
at night, and, as he put it, “just 
walked into China.” Strolling cas- 
ually in khaki through what he 
thought was an unoccupied Chin- 
nese villege, he bumped into a 
three-man Japanese patrol. The 
Japs were more amazed than he 
was—and not so quick, Thomp- 
son’s knowledge of Chinese helped 
him to reach Kunming, and from 
there he was flown to India. 

Wheeler’s group included the 
only American in Wingate’s Mob 
—Flight Lt. James Gibson, known 
as “Carolina.” Tanned a reddish 
brown, with blue eyes, fairish hair, 
and a deceptively debonair appear- 
ance, he was Hollywood's idea of 
how a fighter pilot should look, 
Actually he was a veteran flier. 
He’ had joined the R, C. A. F. at 
the outbreak of the war, helped 
knock the Luftwaffe out of the 
skies over Britain, and was trans- 
ferred to India in time to discour- 
age Jap nuisance raiders from 
venturing near Calcutta. With a 
large bag of Zeros to his credit, 
he had volunteered for the Win- 
gate expedition. “I’m aick of 
shooting down Jap planes,” he ex- 
plained. “I want to see the little 
devils’ faces when they get it.” 
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N Feb. 10 Col. Wheeler's group 
reached the end of the motor 
road, where a great dump of 
food had been laid out for them— 
bully beef, vegetables, milk, bread, 
butter and jam. This was their last 
regular meal; from here on they 
were on paratroop rations and 
whatever the country could pro- 
vide. That night they marched 20 
miles up the Kabaw valley, which 
runs parallel to the Chindwin in a 
northeasterly direction. One moun- 
tain range stood between them 
and the Chindwin. To surprise the 
Japs Wheeler decided to avoid the 
beaten track across the mountains, 
and on Feb. 11 sent Capt. Peter 
Buchanan with a section of Bur- 
ma Rifles and two elephants to 
blaze a trail over the range which 
would carry them down to the 
river at an out-of-the-way spot. 
Getting the whole party across 
the elephant trail proved a tre- 
mendously tough undertaking. The 
going was so steep and rough 
that in several places the men 
were forced to hack a path for 
the mules through matted teak 
and bamboo. Jungle creepers 
formed a dense canopy overhead, 
and only when the moon was up 
did any light filter through. The 
temperature rose to 90 degrees at 
noon, but at night it was bitterly 
cold and the men’s sweat froze to 
their skin. One hour’s march from 
the Chindwin the party halted and 
bivouacked by a stream. On the 
morning of Feb. 12 they crept 
down to the river to reconnoiter 
the crossing. On the bank was a 
small Burmese village, where the 
Chinese and Japanese had fought 
a rearguard action the year before, 
On entering the village Wheel- 
er’s party found a Pongyi—a yel- 
low-robed Burmese priest~who 
readily gave them all the informa- 
tion they wanted. An enemy pa- 
trol had marched through three 
weeks before, but now no Japs 
were in the neighborhood, There 
were boats on the river. He would 
send villagers to collect them. 
Next day a full report was wire- 
lessed back to Brigade Headquar- 
ters, and scouts were sent out to 
patrol the river bank. By eve- 
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ning the Burmese villagers had 
assembled a flotilla of “dugouts” 
~-long, narrow, very wobbly ca- 
noes, cut out of tree trunks, The 
Burmese use them for fishing and 
river trade. They are propelled 
by a single-blade paddle and carry 
three men apiece. 
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The crossing started at dusk 
under a full moon—the moon in 
BurmA always seemed a bit larg- 
er than anywhere else; it was so 
bright that Wingate’s men could 
read by it. The first boatload 
over lit a small fire on the east 
bank to serve as a guiding light. 
There was no danger that this 
would give them away to the en- 
emy. It was the dry season and 
the Japs were accustomed to see- 
ing lone jungle fires started by 
the combustion resulting from 
two bamboos rubbing together. 

The chief problem was getting 
the mules across. Mules are 
strong swimmers, but they just 
don’t see any sense in swimming 
for a bank they can’t see when 
there is a perfectly good bank 
behind them. They fought, as 
only a mule can fight, all efforts 
to coax them into crossing under 
their own power. Now and again 
a few morejadventurous spirits 
were induced to strike out into 
the blue. They would forge ahead 
about a quarter of the way, then 
one of them would change his 
mind and the whole issue would 
turn around and swim like mad 
for home. In desperation Wheel- 
er’s men adopted the laborious ex- 
pedient of leading each mule into 
the water singly, tying him to 
the back of a canoe, and dragging 
him across. 

Every now and then the odd 
mule swam across alone, making 
for the fire on the east bank. 
Then men on the far side would 
hear him puffing and blowing on 
the home stretch. Then he would 
land, shake himself, and scram- 
ble up the bank. Mule leaders 
would slip up silently and grab 
him by the halter. At 4 a, m. 
the crossing was completed. The 
mules were tethered to trees, the 
equipment was carried to an open 
forming-up &frea, and patrols were 
sent out to reconnoiter the east 
bank up and down stream. One 
of these patrols, on approaching a 
village, was enthusiastically wel- 
comed by a limping man, waving 
what looked like a small pam- 
phiet. It turned, out to be a Brit- 
ish Army paybook,. The man was 
a former member of the Burma 
Rifles, who had been wounded in 
the 1942 campaign and left be- 
hind. Now he wanted a rifle, ra- 
tions—and arrears of pay. He got 
a rifle and rations but was told 
his pay would have to wait. On 
the strength of a year’s experi- 
ence behind the Japanese lines, he 
was promoted to the rank of 
Havildar (sergeant). He later 
proved an invaluable guide and 
interpreter. 

The next day at noon the main 
body of Wingate’s northern force 
reached the top of a hill over- 
looking the Chindwin. Capt. Mo- 
tilal Katju, official observer for 
the expedition, scribbled an entry 


into his diary: “Behind me there 
is a never-ending vista of hills, 
small and tall ones, heavy with 
their weight of virgin forests which 
have scarcely seen a few hundred 
human beings in their centuries 
of existence. Further back still 
are mountains which have left us 
a sore remembrance of blistered 
feet and aching backs. Four miles 
away I can just see the Chindwin 
glistening in the sunlight like a 
silver streak in a green bowl. Be- 
yond, the forest-covered slopes of 
a hill come down almost to the 
river's edge. Behind that hill is 
the ‘green jungle hell’ through 
which we must find a way, de- 
stroying the enemy, 
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ARKNESS was approaching ag 

Wingate led his force down to 

the Chindwin, 30 miles north of 
Sittaung. A thunderstorm broke 
over the mountains and flashes of 
lightning illuminated the river. It 
was a formidable-looking obstacle 
-~—-deep, muddy, with steep slippery 
banks of soft sand in which a 
man's feet sank up to the ankles. 
Colonel Wheeler’s party had al- 
ready reported that the opposite 
bank for some miles was clear of 
Jap patrols; a small Japanese 
force, probably not more than a 
company, was believed to be sta- 
tioned 10 miles southeast of where 
the Brigade was crossing. The 
enemy had been taken completely 
by surprise. 


One of the column commanders 
stopped at the edge of the jungle 
and whistled a bird call, It was 
faintly repeated in the distance 
and the signal to advance was 
given. The troops filed quietly 
into the rice paddy field on the 
bank of the river, which under the 
moon looked like a carpet of glass 
between the dark forbidding 
mountains. Suddenly, keen ears 
caught the hum of planes ap- 
proaching from the east. Jap 
reconnaissance planes? The men 
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dropped flat in their tracks face 
downward in the paddy field or 
crouched low behind the sand 
dunes near the river bank. The 
mules, their ears pricked, halted 
and stood still. 
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HE planes flashed a recogni- 
T tion signal. They were R. A. F. 

transports returning from 
dropping supplies to Wheeler's 
party across the river, 

Now, from the far bank, a light 
winked and the crossing be- 
gan, Anti-tank guns had been 
mounted by the jungle scrub 
in case a Japanese launch should 
appear on the _ river. The 
heavy equipment was ferried 
across in sampans, rubber boats, 
and dugouts. Friendly Burmese 
villagers, standing waist-deep in 
water, helped with the loading. 
Some of the officers and men 
stripped and swam across against 
the swift current. One major made 
the round-trip five times that 
night. <As daylight streaked the 
eastern sky scouts reported that 
no Japs were in sight, and the 
crossing continued. The sun rose 
that morning ona fantastic scene 
—naked men fighting madly with 
plunging mules; tiny boats, rock- 
ing precariously as shaven-headed 
little Gurkhas loaded them with 
precious cargoes of mortars, Bren 
guns, and rifles; R. A. F. men in- 
flating their rubber dinghies; ele- 
phants, their mahouts still riding 
their huge necks, plowing majes- 
tically through the water; long 
lines of mules tethered to trees 
waiting their turn to cross; and 
down the mountainside stragglers 
who had lost their way in the dark 
hurrying so as not to be left be- 
hind. From a nearby village came 
the sound of a priest tolling the 
morning bell, 

The success of the crossing was 
now assured and the _ tension 
snapped. “This is all very well,” 
grumbled a bearded British ser- 
geant as he slithered down the 
bank, “but it will be a long time 
before we get the football results 
again.” A North Country major, 
his men safely across, lingered 
with the British war correspon- 
dents talking of happy days at the 
Hanover, a famous Liverpool pub. 
Then he too waded into the river, 
“If you get to the Hanover before 
me,” he called back, “have a long 
drink of beer for me, will you?” 

All through the day and far 
into the night the crossing con- 
tinued, Wingate, without a mo- 
ment’s rest, rode up and down su- 
pervising every detail of the op- 
eration. Then he tossed his hel- 
met into the last canoe, peeled off 
his clothes, and plunged into the 
swirling, yellow-brown water. A 
few minutes later the signal light 
on the east bank blinked for the 
last time and went out.

NDER a great many different 
U circumstances it is wise to open 
a trump, but this most certain- 
ly does not apply in such a case 
as the following.

West, figuring that there was no 
point in opening a suit that North 
obviously could ruff, led the trump 
nine. East could have made mat- 
ters more difficult by ducking, but 
he thought there was a good 
chance that West might have the 
spade king, so he went u, with the 
trump ace and led the ace and 
low spade, trying for a ruff. De 
clarer, needless to say, now drew 
the trumps and claimed the rest 
of the tricks, thus making the 
doubled contract with an over- 
trick. 

If West had not been afraid of 
the very thing he should have wel- 
comed—an immediate shortening 
of dummy’s trumps through the 
necessity of ruffing clubs—the re- 
sult would have been more satis- 
factory to his side. Dummy would 
ruff the club lead and declarer 
then could afford to lead one 
round of trumps, but if East 
properly held off, declarer him- 
self would then have to start the 
spades. East would win the second 
round and force dummy again 
with a club. Now declarer would 
be on the spot. If he led another 
trump, East would win and cash a 
club and the trump eight; if de- 
clarer didn’t lead a second trump, 
he would be at the mercy of spade 
and heart ruffs from both sides.
